Mobile clinic reaching out to patients

health Natalie Narvey ar¬ 
rived in Halifax about a 
month ago almost broke, 
without a place to stay and 
pregnant. 

Living in a building that 
she said “should have been 
condemned,” the 25-year- 
old quickly developed 
health problems and was¬ 
n’t sure where to go for 
help. 

A few weeks later, Nar¬ 
vey said she’s feeling much 
better — thanks to a new 
mobile health clinic that 
provides on-the-spot care 
to at-risk populations in 
Halifax. 

The Mobile Outreach 
Street Health (MOSH) pro¬ 
gram has been making the 
rounds in the city for a few 
months, but had its official 
launch Thursday on 
Brunswick Street. 

“They’re a really good 


program,” Narvey said as 
she sat among the 200 peo¬ 
ple who showed up for the 
event. “They got me set up 
with doctors for my preg¬ 
nancy and got me a prena¬ 
tal blood test. I’ve been on 
the streets, but I have a job 
and I’m trying to work so I 
can be ready for when my 
baby comes.” 

A joint project between 
the provincial government 
and several corporate and 
community organizations, 
the MOSH van was the 
brainchild of Diane Bailey 
and Patti Melanson, two 
community health advo¬ 
cates who worked closely 
with patients in Halifax’s 
North End. 

The vehicle is equipped 
with basic supplies and 
can provide numerous 
services to clients on the 
street, including blood 
work, vaccinations, basic 
first aid and birth control. 
MOSH can also foot the bill 
for certain medications 


and connect clients with 
doctors. 

“In this area, we have a 
pretty concentrated deliv¬ 
ery of things like shelter, 
food and support with 
housing,” said Rick 
Swaine, a community 
health nurse who works 
full-time with MOSH. 

“A lot of agencies are 
finding there are some im¬ 
mediate health issues that 
they’re coming across, like 
someone arriving at the 
Turning Point (shelter) 
with a history of asthma ... 
I see (MOSH) as a wonder¬ 
ful opportunity to get out a 
little bit further into the 
community.”

Swine-flu immunization 
will cost Nova Scotia an es¬ 
timated $20 million, 

Health Minister Maureen 
MacDonald said Thursday. 

But MacDonald cau¬ 
tioned those numbers 
could fluctuate by the time 
H1N1 has passed. 

Some of that will be cov¬ 
ered by the federal govern¬ 
ment, which will foot 60 
per cent of the bill for vac¬ 
cines. 

But that’s only a fraction 
of the total cost, which in¬ 
cludes everything from 
buying masks and ventila¬ 
tors to paying retired nurs¬ 
es to help run vaccine clin¬ 
ics. 

There’s been no federal 
commitment to chip in for 
those costs, but MacDon¬ 
ald said there is “a willing¬ 
ness to talk more.” 

She said either way the 
province will help district 
health authorities that are 
now facing deficits over 
H1N1 costs. 

“We’ve set money aside 
for this pandemic,” Mac¬ 
Donald said. “We did not 
want the lack of financial 
resources to impede health 
care at a very important 
time. 

“We know there are ad¬ 
ditional costs there and we 
will be looking at sharing 
those costs with the 


DHAs.” 

The province set aside 
$57 million in its budget 
for a contingency fund, 
which includes swine-flu 
costs. 

The province’s chief 
medical health officer, Dr. 
Robert Strang, will an¬ 
nounce Friday when vac¬ 
cine clinics will be open to 
the general public. Mac¬ 
Donald said seniors are of 
particular concern. 

“We’re very mindful that 
we haven’t gotten to sen¬ 
iors over the age of 65 and 
they’ve waited very pa¬ 
tiently,” MacDonald said. 

“We know that people 
over 65 are actually the 
least likely to get H1N1. 
However, if they do con¬ 
tract it, they have quite a 
high risk.”

Nova Scotia needs another 
Atlantic province’s 
approval to hike the HST, 
but that may soon change. 

Raising HST by two per¬ 
centage points was one of 
the recommendations of 
the premier’s economic ad¬ 
visory panel. But under the 
current deal with the gov¬ 
ernment Nova Scotia can’t 
make that move unilateral¬ 
ly, Finance Minister Gra¬ 


ham Steele said Thursday 
to reporters following its 
weekly cabinet meeting. 

“Under the existing 
agreement ... at least one 
of the other Atlantic 
provinces would have to 
agree with it,” Steele said. 

“But as I said, we don’t 
expect that to be the rules 
at the time the next budg¬ 
et is delivered.” 

Ontario just finished 
working out a new HST 
deal with the government 
and British Columbia is 
currently in negotiations. 


Steele said the outcome of 
those deals will affect what 
happens to Nova Scotia. 

“We can basically pick 
and choose the best avail¬ 
able rules,” he said. 

“We know the regime is 
changing. What I don’t 
know, because it’s happen¬ 


ing right now, is exactly 
what the new rules will 
be.” 

Steels said adding two 
percentage points to the 
HST would bring in about 
$250 million per year. The 
economic panel advised 
the move as a way for the 


province to combat crush¬ 
ing deficits. 

Steele said his depart¬ 
ment only began looking 
at that step after last Fri¬ 
day’s report. He said the 
province hasn’t decided if 
or when a hike would take 
place, or what could be ex¬ 
empted. 

“I absolutely don’t want 
anybody to think that 
we’ve made the decisions 
on these things on amount 
and timing and we’re just 
not telling anybody,” he 
said.

Project seeks to make 
Fenwick ‘a landmark 


Eyesore's redevelopment still needs council's OK

Developers unveiled their 
plans Thursday night for 
the revitalization of one of 
Halifax’s biggest eyesores. 

The public was invited to 
view the first sketches of 
the new-and-improved ver¬ 
sion of Fenwick Place, the 
now-abandoned 33-storey 
tower erected in 1971 in the 
city’s south end. 

Joe Metlege, a developer 
with Halifax-based Temple¬ 
ton Properties Ltd., said he 
was excited to hear the 
feedback on the plans. 

“Over the past number of 
months we’ve been working 
with community residents 
and businesses to come up 
with a new design for the 
site,” Metlege said Thursday 
morning. “I was bom and

raised only a block away 
from the tower. It’s part of 
my neighbourhood ... and 
the opportunity is there, 
now, and I believe the city is 
ready to move forward.” 

The project still needs to 
get the approval of Halifax 
Regional Council, but 
Metlege said once it is com¬ 
plete, the existing tower 
will be “unrecognizable.” A 
new glass facade is being 
planned which will pro¬ 
trude out 36 feet from the 


current walls. 

In addition to the refur¬ 
bishment of the main tow¬ 
er, an additional eight- 
storey residential building 
is being proposed with 
ground-level restaurants 
and boutiques. The current 
South Street parking lot 
will also be replaced by an¬ 
other 10-storey building — 
and a pedestrian walkway 
lined with restaurants and 
boutiques will mn between 
that building and the main 
tower, said Metlege. 

“We really want this to 
become a landmark proj¬ 
ect,” he added. 

“It is a long process, I 
mean we’re talking over a 
year,” he said. “At this 
stage we’re getting the 
big-picture concepts in 
place ... if we’re missing 
something, we want to 
know about it now.”

shift gears and focus on his 
own, often painful journey 
back to his homeland. 

“It became inevitable,” he 
said. “(My cousin’s) story be¬ 
came my story. I had to go 
to my birthplace and speak 
to my family ... it was very 
difficult.” 

Throughout the play, the 
audience is submerged in 
the sights, sounds and expe¬ 
riences associated with 
Sayadi’s trip and the ripple 
effect on Ms wife, Maggie, 
and their daughter, Azat, 
back home in Halifax. 

While the show is essen¬ 


tially a deeply personal tale 
about the struggle for sur¬ 
vival in the midst of chaos, 
Sayadi said the play also 
touches on the impact of 
modem technology on our 
daily lives. 

“It became very clear to 
me that we are under con¬ 
stant watch ... through 
email, Skype, big corpora¬ 
tions, Google,” he said. “Our 
way of commumcating with 
our loved ones is at times 
problematic.” 

To help convey this to the 
audience, three massive 
video screens have been 
mounted above the stage 
and will display multilay¬ 
ered, real-time images of 
the actors and broadcast 
them over the Internet dur¬ 
ing the performances. 

“It can be an invasion of 
personal privacy,” Sayadi 
said. “We needed to show 
tMs voyeurism into our 
lives.” 


Man's disappearance baffles girlfriend 


missing Darren Tatlock 
seemed happy the day he 
disappeared, according to 
his pregnant girlfriend. 

Candace Poirier-Hanra- 
han said Tatlock, 29, was be¬ 
having normally Nov. 9 be¬ 
fore he left his Hudson 
Street home at about 10:30 
a.m. to work on his resume 
at the New Waterford Em¬ 
ployment Resource Centre. 

“He did everything he al¬ 
ways does after getting up,” 
said Poirier-Hanrahan. 
“There was absolutely no 
clue whatsoever he wasn’t 
going to go up to the em¬ 


ployment centre and do 
what he said he was going 
to do.” 

Poirier-Hanrahan, who 
has been dating Tatlock for 
more than five years and is 
two months pregnant, said 
his sudden disappearance 
has been hard on her and 
their cMldren. The couple 
has a three-year-old daugh¬ 
ter and Tatlock is very close 
to Poirier-Hanrahan’s sev¬ 
en-year-old daughter. 

“They know something is 
wrong. They miss Mm and 
ask about Mm all the time, 
they want to know when he 


is coming home. 

“I can’t even talk,” she 
said, crying softly. “I can 
barely sleep.” 

So far, there have been 
few clues about Tatlock’s 
whereabouts. 

Desiree Vassallo, the Cape 
Breton Regional Police Ser¬ 
vice’s public relations advis¬ 
er, said police viewed sur¬ 
veillance tape from a local 
store after someone report¬ 
ed seeing Tatlock, but it was 
not him. She encouraged 
people to call with any in¬ 
formation they might have.

Tiny ‘Trump* is mini-mogul 

Ryan Ross has made $900,000 — and he's only 8 years old

When Ryan Ross was 
three years old, he started 
a chicken-and-egg busi¬ 
ness in his back yard. 
Today the eight-year-old 
is on his fourth company 
— and has already earned 
close to a million dollars. 

“I had 60 chickens and 
sold a dozen eggs for three 
dollars,” recalls Ryan, who 
lives near Toronto. “I made 
$15 a day.” 

When he tired of selling 
eggs, Ryan launched his 
next venture: a lawn¬ 
mowing business. Ryan 
charged customers $20 per

hour, but because he was 
too young to operate a 
lawnmower, he hired older 
kids to do the work — for 
$15 dollars an hour. 

“He made $5 per hour for 
doing nothing,” says his 


mother, Savannah Ross. 

“It was the same thing 
with his next company, a 
power-washing business. 
We supplied the power-was¬ 
her; he charged the custo¬ 
mer $200 and paid a person 
$100 to do the work. And 
they’re all his ideas. My hus¬ 
band and I are adamant 
that Ryan has to under¬ 
stand everything he’s 
doing. If I do it for him, it’s 
my company.” 

All along, Ryan has been 
investing his profit in real 
estate. 

Today he owns six buil¬ 
dings in Ontario and British 
Columbia; his personal net 
worth is $900,000. Ryan has 
also bought a hockey rink 
and basketball court for his 
family, and some 4,000 
books for himself. But no 
cellphone: his parents 


won’t allow it. 

“His friends in school 
don’t believe he’s a busi¬ 
nessman,” says Savannah. 
“They think it’s baloney.” 

But Tiny-Trump’s ambi¬ 
tions go beyond real estate. 
“I want to buy two National 
Hockey League teams,” 
Ryan tells Metro. 

“That way I can play in 
the NHL.” 

Explains mother Savan¬ 
nah: “Ryan thinks hockey 
is all fun. But he has to 
understand the business 
side, so now we’re setting 
up meetings with NHL 
owners. They think it’s veiy 
cute.”

Detainee lessons learned: General

Menard said Canadian 
forces responded appro¬ 
priately in 2007 after the 
allegations first surfaced 
by implementing more 
rigorous handover proce¬ 
dures and new safeguards 
to ensure prisoners could 
be monitored more effec¬ 
tively once in Afghan cus¬ 
tody. 


“We have certainly 
learned our lessons,” 
Menard said after a 
change of command cere¬ 
mony at Kandahar Air¬ 
field, where he took over 
the task force from outgo¬ 
ing commander Brig.-Gen. 
Jonathan Vance. 

“One thing that has 
been done right from the 
beginning is that every 


time that we have heard 
about anything to do with 
torture or something that 
was similar to this, some 
actions were taken by this 
task force in order to cor¬ 
rect this.” 

His comments came a 
day after a federal official 
dropped a political bomb¬ 
shell on Parliament, alleg¬ 
ing that suspects handed 


over by Canada to Afghan 
authorities were tortured 
and that the government 
was at best indifferent 
and at worst tried to cover 
it up. 

The stunning revelation 
was delivered by Richard 
Colvin, an intelligence of¬ 
ficer based in Washing¬ 
ton, who spent 18 months 
in Afghanistan in the No. 


2 diplomatic post.

Health-care bill to top $i83B: Report 


Bigger chunk of Canada’s GDP 


Canada's total health-care 
bill this year is predicted to 
reach $183 billion — or al¬ 
most $5,500 for each man, 
woman and child in the 
country, says a report 
released Thursday. 

The report by the Canadi¬ 
an Institute for Health In¬ 
formation (CIHI) forecasts 
that spending will rise by 
$9.5 billion over last year’s 


tally, a jump of 2.5 per cent 
after adjustment for infla¬ 
tion and population 
growth. 

That translates into a 
year-over-year increase of 
$241 per Canadian, says the 
report by CIHI, which has 
been tracking health spend¬ 
ing since 1975.

The Convention on the 
Rights of the Child is a uni¬ 
versal standard for building 
a better world — a world in 
which the best interests of 
children are a primary con¬ 
cern of all. On Nov. 20 the 
global community com¬ 
memorates the 20th an¬ 
niversary of the Conven¬ 
tion, the most widely rati¬ 
fied international human 
rights treaty in history. 

One of the most out¬ 
standing achievements in 
child survival and develop¬ 
ment has been the reduc¬ 
tion in the annual number 


of under-five deaths, from 
12.5 million in 1990 to less 
than nine million in 2008. 

Fewer child deaths have 
resulted from the immense 
efforts of national govern¬ 
ments and the internation¬ 
al health community to pre¬ 
vent and control diseases, 
enhance food and nutrition 
security, and provide com¬ 
prehensive, integrated serv¬ 
ices. But much more must 
be done to make the prom¬ 
ise of the Convention a real¬ 
ity for every child around 
the world. 

More than 24,000 chil¬ 
dren under the age of five 
still die eveiy day from 
largely preventable causes. 

And, millions of children, 
particularly in Africa and 
Asia, still lack access to 
quality health care, food, 
education, adequate water 
sources and shelter. Even 
more, between 500 million 
and 1.5 billion children are

Killed for their fat 

Three in Peru confess to slaughtering people, selling body fat 


A gang in the remote Pe¬ 
ruvian jungle has been 
killing people for their fat, 
police charged Thursday, 
draining it from their 
corpses and offering it on 
the black market for use in 
cosmetics. Medical experts 
expressed skepticism that 
a major market for fat 
might exist. 

Three suspects have con¬ 
fessed to killing five people 
for their fat, said Col. Jorge 
Mejia, chief of Peru’s anti¬ 
kidnapping police. He said 
the suspects, two of whom 
were arrested carrying bot¬ 
tles of liquid fat, told police 
it was worth $15,000 a litre. 

Mejia said the suspects 
told police the fat was sold 


Fat black market? 

• Medical experts ex¬ 
pressed doubt about an in¬ 
ternational black market for 
human fat, though it does 
have cosmetic applications. 
Yale University dermatology 
professor Dr. Lisa Donofrio 
speculated that a small mar¬ 
ket may exist for “human fat 
extracts" to keep skin sup¬ 
ple, though scientifically 
such treatments are "pure 
baloney."

Suspect Elmer Segundo 
Castillejos, 29, led police to 
the head, recovered in a co¬ 
ca-growing valley last 
month, Mejia said. 

Mejia said Castillejos con¬ 
fessed that the gang would 
cut off its victims’ heads, 
arms and legs, remove the 
organs, then suspend the 
torsos from hooks above 
candles that warmed the 
flesh as the fat dripped into 
tubs below.

Lobbying 
to ban 
blasphemy 

Four years after cartoons 
of the prophet 
Muhammad set off violent 
protests across the Muslim 
world, Islamic nations are 
mounting a campaign for 
an international treaty to 
protect religious symbols 
and beliefs from mockery 
— essentially a ban on 
blasphemy that would put 
them on a collision course 
with free speech laws in 
the West. 

Documents obtained by 
The Associated Press show 
that Algeria and Pakistan 
have taken the lead in lob¬ 
bying to eventually bring 
the proposal to a vote in 
the UN General Assembly. 

If ratified in countries 
that enshrine freedom of 
expression as a fundamen¬ 
tal right, such a treaty 
would require them to 
limit free speech if it risks 
seriously offending 
religious believers. The 
process, though, will take 
years and no showdown is 
imminent. 

Experts say the bid 
stands some chance of suc¬ 
cess if Muslim countries 
persist. And whatever the 
outcome, the campaign 
risks reigniting tensions 
between Muslims and the 
West that President 
Barack Obama has pledged 
to heal, reviving fears of a 
“clash of civilizations.” 

If the treaty was 
approved, any of the UN’s 
192 member states that 
ratified it would be bound 
by its provisions. Other 
countries could face criti¬ 
cism for refusing to join. 
The United States has de¬ 
clared it won’t accept 
international treaties that 
restrict it’s First 
Amendment right to free

Health-care bill faces 
uncertainty in Senate 


After months of haggling, 
the U.S. Senate finally has 
a health-care bill ready for 
action, but there still is no 
guarantee the Democrat- 
drafted proposal — Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama's top 
domestic agenda item — 
will be debated in the up¬ 
per chamber, let alone 
reach a vote. 

The Senate hopes to de¬ 
cide on Saturday whether 
to move the bill to the 
floor for debate. The House 
of Representatives, mean¬ 


while, has already passed 
its version of reform, leav¬ 
ing forward movement on 
overhauling the system in 
the hands of the Senate. 

Failure to guide the 
measure to passage would 
represent a crippling, if 
not fatal, blow to a pillar of 
the basket of domestic re¬ 
forms Obama promised in 
his presidential campaign. 

While Democrats hold a 
significant majority in the 
Senate, its rules allow Re¬ 
publicans to block action 


through a delaying tactic 
known as a filibuster. To 
end a filibuster, the De¬ 
mocrats must assemble 60 
votes. Currently, they hold 
58 seats in the 100-seat up¬ 
per chamber. Two inde¬ 
pendent members typical¬ 
ly vote with the Democ¬ 
rats. But the two independ¬ 
ent votes are not assured, 
nor are those of three con¬ 
servative Democrats repre¬ 
senting states that normal¬ 
ly vote Republican.

Dexter’s NDP govern¬ 
ment, with seemly haste, 
embraced the report and ef¬ 
fectively declared all its key 
recent election campaign 
promises — remember the 
balanced budget with nice 
new programs and no bad 
new taxes — null and void. 


The interesting thing 
about all of this is how little 
it appeared to surprise — 
or upset — us. 

That may be because 
we’d already decided, long 
before last spring’s election 
was called, that Toiy Pre¬ 
mier Rodney MacDonald — 
a young-old, good ole boy 
reincarnation of spend-and- 
spend-some-more John 
Buchanan — had to go. 

And that earnest new Lib¬ 
eral Leader Stephen McNeil 

— while he might veiy well 
be telling the truth about 
the financial situation and 
might someday be premier 

— wasn’t quite ready for 


prime time. 

Which left us with sensi¬ 
ble-shoes Darrell Dexter, 
who seemed smart enough 
to tell us what we wanted 
to hear yet wise enough to 
know we didn’t really 
want him to do what we 
wanted him to promise he 
would. 

So now here we are. 
Coming to terms with 
truths that dare not speak 
their name. Welcome to 
politics in the 21st century 
indeed.

Canadian retailers are get¬ 
ting ready for the holiday 
season with rock-bottom 
prices and major 
promotional campaigns in 
hopes that shoppers will 
open their wallets and 
seize the opportunity to 
save. 

Both U.S.-based retailing 
giant Wal-Mart and Sears 
Canada have unveiled cam¬ 
paigns centred around lower

The price cuts come at a 
time when Canadians are 
not exactly in a mood to 
part with their cash — a re¬ 
cent consumer confidence 
study from research firm 
TNS suggests an increasing 
number are planning to put 
off major purchases. 

The report indicates con¬ 
sumers are expected to 
tighten their spending 
habits to the lowest levels in 


four years, with about one- 
third of those surveyed ex¬ 
pecting to spend less during 
the holidays than last year. 

Those weaker expecta¬ 
tions have persisted 
throughout the industry in 
recent months, with many 


retailers complaining that 
sales have remained stag¬ 
nant since the startup of 
holiday shopping weeks ago. 

Wal-Mart says it will cut 
the prices of more than 
18,000 items this month, 
which it says amounts to 20 


per cent more cuts than at 
the same time last year. 

“We know this has been a

In 
fact, Griffin is a pinch-hit¬ 
ter for an injured Mark 
Coleman and the original 
main event was actually a 
heavyweight title fight be¬ 
tween champ Brock Lesnar 
and Shane Carwin, which 
was cancelled when Lesnar 
became ill. 

That doesn’t mean the 
fight isn’t without drama. 
It’s as much about a clash 
of personalities as it is 
fighting styles. 

Ortiz is a cocky 
loudmouth who hasn’t 
fought in 18 months, in 
part due to back surgery 
but mostly because he and 
one-time close friend UFC 
president Dana White hat¬ 
ed each other’s guts. They 
only recently buried the 
hatchet, which opened the 
door for Ortiz’s return. 

Ortiz is one of MMA’s 
most disliked fighters, 
Griffin is one of its most 
popular, in large part 
because he won the first 
season of The Ultimate 
Fighter reality series. But 
the last time we saw Grif¬ 
fin he was sprinting from 
the octagon in embarrass¬ 
ment after getting 
knocked out by Anderson 
Silva at UFC 101. 

Hopefully, the fight be¬ 
tween Ortiz the wrestler 
and Griffin the striker lives 
up to the buildup.

No matter how this review 
of New Moon ends, 
whether this critic loves or 
loathes the film, is irrele¬ 
vant. If you’re one of the 
legion of “Twi-Hards,” 
you’ll be stepping on 
heads to see it this week¬ 
end anyway. 

Nevertheless, Chris 
Weitz’s eagerly anticipated 
follow-up to Catherine 
Hardwiclce’s blockbuster 
vampire epic Twilight isn’t 
half bad: It’s a faithful,

swoony, sweaty palmed 
teen-centric fantasy circus 
that knows exactly what 
its fervent fanbase de¬ 
mands and delivers those 
goods by the coffin load. 

New Moon (based on the 
same named novel by series 
founder Stephenie Meyer) 
picks up shortly after the 
dramatic events of Twilight 
left off, with mortal high- 
school misfit Bella (Kristen 
Stewart) going steady with 
hunky vampire Edward 
Cullen (Robert Pattinson) — 
dangers be damned. 

But when a cut finger 
awakens the bloodlust in 
the Cullen clan, Edward 


flees, leaving his human 
muse to the affections of 
liber-buff werewolf Jacob 
Black (Taylor Lautner) re¬ 
sulting in more heartache 
and PG-level horror. 

New Moon isn’t Shake¬ 
speare by any stretch 
(though Romeo and Juliet 
does figure rather heavy 
handedly into the narra¬ 
tive) but it is commendably 
hardcore in its single-mind¬ 


ed drive to please its mostly 
female audience. 

It’s positively filled to the 
bursting point with doe¬ 
eyed romance, heavy pet¬ 
ting, dreamy dialogue and 
shirtless werewolves (at the 
screening I attended, a cho¬ 
rus of young women sighed 
in unison every time Laut¬ 
ner doffed his duds, which 
was often). 

But even if a supernatural 


soap opera isn’t your thing, 
New Moon contains some 
dazzling imagery and ac¬ 
tion sequences that are sim¬ 
ply beautiful to behold. An 
extended set piece involv¬ 
ing Bella, her vampiric 
nemesis Victoria (Rachelle 
Lefevre), and a heroic were¬ 
wolf is driven by the hyp¬ 
notic rhythm of Radiohead; 
its fluid CGI trickery and 
mild ferocity absolutely 


spellbinding in their design. 

Same goes for the pulpy 
climax, where real deal ac¬ 
tors Michael Sheen 
(Frost/Nixon) and Dakota 
Fanning (War of the Worlds) 
embody designer evil as the 
leaders of the dreaded Vol- 
turi. 

If New Moon has any real 
flaws, they’re certainly no 
fault of the filmmakers. 
Meyer’s novel was ultimate¬ 
ly a bridge, the mid chapter 
of a quartet that serves to 
set up the sting of Eclipse 
(the film version of which is 
currently in post-produc¬ 
tion) and the climax of 
Breaking Dawn. But New 
Moon is effective and it not 
only honours its source, it 
also does what the first film 
couldn’t quite achieve: It 
etches out an identity of its 
own.

When Korean pop star

Planet 51, the latest in this 
year’s long line of comput¬ 
er-animated movies, 
suffers from its own false 
advertising. 

The trailers, commercials 
and posters popping up 
over the past month have 
alluded to a novel tale about 
a U.S. astronaut (voiced by 
Dwayne Johnson) landing 
on a new planet and being 
greeted as a hideous alien 
monster by the little green 
men who inhabit it. 

That stoiy is in the film, 


to be sure, but it’s in no way 
the focus. 

Instead, Planet 51 focuses 
on the little green men, par¬ 
ticularly, a plucky but confi¬ 
dence-deficient teen named 
Lem (voiced by the ubiqui¬ 
tous Justin Long), who is 
awkward but well-inten¬ 
tioned and has trouble ver¬ 
balizing his affections for 
his comely neighbour, 
Neera (Jessica Biel). 

The alien astronaut is re¬ 
duced to a mere device to 
push Lem out of his comfort 
zone, boost his confidence 
and teach him all the les¬ 
sons he obviously has to 
learn. It’s a stoiy we’ve seen 
countless times before. 

The first feature from 
Spain’s Ilion Animation, 
Planet 51 is visually fantas¬ 
tic, the animation a new 
benchmark for the genre. 
It’s just a shame the stoiy 
can’t match up. The pri- 
maiy conceit of the film’s 


alien world is that it very 
much resembles America in 
the 1950s — or a least a re¬ 
ductionist, caricature view 
of America in the 1950s. 

Except the filmmakers 
can’t even keep their 
decades straight, as all the 
bobby socks and Father 
Knows Best sensibility co¬ 
exist with some veiy 1960s 
hippie activists. 

The panic over the per¬ 
ceived invasion naturally 
leads to a bucketload of 
homages to 1950s B-movies. 
Only, those movies were 
referenced and lampoons to 
much greater effect already 
in last Spring’s Monsters vs. 
Aliens. 

The only difference here 
is the role reversal, which 
needs a lot more meat be¬ 
hind it to sustain a whole 
feature film.

scurity to the pages of En¬ 
tertainment Weekly. 

Sidibe is enjoying the 
ride, making the rounds of 
talk shows and walking 
red carpets, but not every 
new star adjusts to fame as 
easily. 

Jean Seberg is best re¬ 
membered for the tabloid 
aspects of her life — the 
FBI investigation into her 
Black Panthers connection 
and multiple suicide at¬ 
tempts — but she was a 
great actress whose legacy 
includes Jean-Luc Godard’s 
classic Breathless. 

Like Sidibe, Seberg was 
catapulted to stardom by 
beating out 18,000 other 
hopefuls to win the lead in 
a film, but unlike the Pre¬ 
cious star, Seberg had a 
rocky ride. During the 
filming of 1957’s Saint 
Joan she was literally lit on 
fire during one scene and 
later, when the film 
flopped, took the brunt of 
the blame. Seberg killed 
herself in 1979.

It's bleak travelling along The Road to apocalypse

film Under normal circum¬ 
stances, adapting a best¬ 
selling Pulitzer Prize-win¬ 
ning novel for the big- 
screen might be an un¬ 
nerving prospect but when 
it came to making The 
Road, director John 
Hillcoat had an 
ace in his pock¬ 
et. 

“Luckily I 
read it before 
it was pub¬ 
lished so 
none of that 
baggage was 
there,” admitted 
the filmmaker dur¬ 
ing a recent interview. 
“But what I did was not try 
to think of all (the expecta¬ 
tions). To me, it was just 
one of the most moving 
love stories I’ve ever come 
across and that’s what we 
were all engaged with.” 

For those who’ve crossed 
paths with Cormac Mc¬ 
Carthy’s masterpiece, the 
film is every bit as bleak, 



beautiful and heart- 
wrenching as the 2006 
novel. Set in a not-so-far 
away post-apocalyptic 
time, Viggo Mortensen 
plays a father who strug¬ 
gles to survive alongside 
his son (Kodi Smit-McPhee) 
in a world where the sol¬ 
ace of discovering a cellar 
full of canned pears is tan¬ 
tamount to buried 
treasure. 

Matching that 
tone was cru¬ 
cial and any¬ 
one familiar 
with Hill- 
coat’s 2005 
film The 
Proposition 
knew the director 
had a knack for cap¬ 
turing that same bleak 
landscape that was neces¬ 
sary for The Road — which 
opens next Friday. 

“(Landscape) is like one 
of the main characters,” 
said Hillcoat of his mastery 
of atmosphere. “In both 
(The Proposition and The 
Road), the characters actu¬ 
ally react to the environ¬ 
ment in a (similar) way to

how they act off each other 
so it’s quite a dynamic rela¬ 
tionship.”

that pressure is especially 
crushing to a father coping 
with the emotional reality 
that his son may outlive 
him in such a terrible 
world.

From Judas Priest to Christmas carols 

'Devil be damned/ Rob Halford tries his hand at rock of another variety

Unmistakable with his 
scorching voice, leather 
outfits and many tattoos, 
Rob Halford is known best 
as the front man for loud 
music veterans Judas 
Priest. 

Get ready for a shock 
though. 

You’re about to see this 
heavy metal hero in a very 
different light: Christmas 
caroller. 

Yes, the Metal God — a 
long-standing nickname 
bestowed upon Halford for 
his iconic vocal styling and 
indelible impact on the 
world of hard and heavy 
music over the past 30- 
plus years — has just re¬ 
leased a tertiary full-length 
with his eponymous back¬ 
ing band and it’s a holiday 
album. 

Consider it his festive 
gift to headbangers the 
world ‘round. 

“I love Christmas time,” 
admits the 58-year-old 
with a soft-tone that belies 
his reverence as one of 
metal’s most brazen/dy¬ 
namic voices. 

“I think most of us do. 
It’s a special time. We en¬ 
joy being with family and 
friends, exchanging gifts, 
drinking and eating food. 
It’s a beautiful time that 
we have together.” 

Dubbed Winter Songs 


(Metal God Records), the 
10 -traclc affair is a com¬ 
mingling of holiday stan¬ 
dards such as We Three 
Kings and Come All Ye 
Faithful with original com¬ 
positions (Get Into The 
Spirit, Christmas Is For 
Everyone) delivered as one 
would expect: via blazing 
guitars, pounding, hyper¬ 
active drums and mind¬ 
melting solos. 

And while it may seem 
to come from out of the 
blue, Winter Songs is an 
idea Halford has been toy¬ 
ing with for years. 


“I’m very happy to have 
been able to fulfill some¬ 
thing I’ve wanted to do for 
as long as I can remember. 
It’s always been in the 
back of my mind: wouldn’t 
it be great if we had a bit 
more music to listen to 
and music in the style I’m 
associated with. Yet I wait¬ 
ed (to do it) for multiple 
reasons. Is this a daring 
thing to do? Is it the right 
thing to do? How is it 
gonna sound? What’s the 
journey gonna be like to 
make this happen? I think 
a lot of things through in 


many ways and considered 
all of the possibilities but 
when I come to a conclu¬ 
sion, I can be very stub¬ 
born. I’ll do it, devil be 
damned.” 

Yes, Winter Songs would 
surprise even Beelzebub 
himself but it’s no slouch. 
Since its Nov. 3 release 
date, initial shock has 
worn off and it is being du¬ 
ly heaped with accolades 
for sincerity, depth and un¬ 
yielding metal, subject 
matter notwithstanding. It 
rocks relentlessly; is a fun 
but tough dose of metallic 


cheer. 

“That’s a great way to de¬ 
scribe it,” the obstinate 
Brit commends before al¬ 
luding to a possible sequel. 
“It’s a concise way to de¬ 
scribe what I was hoping 
to achieve with this. 

The initial response has 
been encouraging. (Fans 
have) said, Thank God 
we’ve got something for 
this time of year to listen 
to in our own style ... that 
we enjoy.’ I had so much 
fun making this record, I 
could even go for another 
batch.”

Hedley preaches on worshiping false Idols 


New album, The Show Must Go On, takes shots at reality TV, pokes fun at Hoggard's past

In Hedley’s early days, 
lead singer Jacob Hoggard 
spent a lot of energy 
trying to make people for¬ 
get that he ever appeared 
on Canadian Idol. 

“There was a period 
where we worked as hard 
as we could to separate 
ourselves from the show,” 
he says. 

So it’s a bit surprising 
that he’d revisit his Idol 
past on his new album, 
The Show Must Go On. 

The track, Cha-Ching, 
pokes fun of all the major 
reality TV shows, from Sur¬ 
vivor to the Biggest Loser. 

But he saves some of the 
better barbs for himself — 
“Line up all the idols, who 
paint on phony smiles, 
tryin’ to ride the fast track 
for free,” he sings. 

In the video he dresses 
up in a blue spandex outfit 
— it’s a similar getup to 
what he wore during an

Idol episode — and sings in 
front of three judges. 

“It was time to bring it 
up and remind everyone of 
how lightly we take this,” 
says Hoggard, explaining 
why he chose to make fun 
of the very thing that 
made him famous. 


“This isn’t some weird 
topic you shouldn’t bring 
up to us.” 

Hoggard adds that now 
was the perfect time to 
sing about his reality TV 
days. 

For one, the genre is far 
more outlandish than 


when he was vying for his 
15 minutes, and after two 
albums that have gone 
platinum, the singer’s not 
defined by Idol anymore, 
even though it remains a 
piece of their identity. 

“We could get away with 
it because it’s still a part of 


who we are,” he says. 
“Plus, it’s a commentary 
on how far people are will¬ 
ing to go in 2009.” 

The band has come a 
long way since Hoggard 
was on TV, but Hedley’s 
new disc takes the band in 
a completely new di¬ 
rection. 

For the most 
part, the band a 
trades their 


power punk 
edge for sun¬ 
nier mid-tem¬ 
po pop. 

Cha-Ching 

could be a track ^ 
off a Smash Mouth 
album; Hands Up sounds a 
lot like an Aerosmith tune. 

There are more intro¬ 
spective moments — 
Sweater Song (not a Weez- 
er cover) is a soft and 
touching finger-picked 
number. 

It’s the best and most in¬ 
teresting track here. 

“It’s different and has a 
very unconventional pop 
song structure,” says Hog¬ 


gard about the tune. 

The new sound is makes 
the singer a littler nervous, 
though he’s always appre¬ 
hensive around release 
dates. 

“After you put so much 
time into something like 
there, there’s so 
much stress,” he 
^ says. 

“But you 
have to hope 
I for the best 
| and know 
you did your 
due diligence 
and made the 
best record you 
could.” 

It’s likely the disc will 
do well, so he doesn’t have 
to worry about falling back 
on a reality television ca¬ 
reer. 

But if he had to choose 
one show to be on it might 
be his favourite program: 
Wife Swap. 

“The British version,” he 
clarifies.

After more than 
two decades of 
awareness campa¬ 
igns, why are so many Af¬ 
rican children dying of 
AIDS? 

If you have money, 
then you can always 
get access to medi¬ 
cal care and treatment. But 
if you are poor it’s a very dif¬ 
ferent story, especially as 
health care systems in most 
African countries are comp¬ 
letely inefficient and under¬ 
staffed. On top of that, 
many people still don’t real¬ 
ly understand how people 
get infected by HIV. 


During Tabo Mbeld’s 
rule as president of 
South Africa, his 
health minister, Manto Tsha- 
balala-Msimang, advocated 
that AIDS could be treated 
with vitamins, garlic, lemon 
juice, beetroot and olive oil. 
It’s shocking to think that a 
person in such an important 
position could take a stand 
like this. Many African peop¬ 
le often mistrust Western 
medicine, and in any case it’s 
not available or affordable to 
them, so they go to traditio¬ 
nal healers. I would like 
people to have the opportu¬ 
nity to access medicine if

they need it. It should be a 
personal decision, but many 
millions of people don’t 
even have that option.

I performed for the 


launch of Nelson Mandela’s 
HIV/AIDS campaign in 2003, 
and afterward all the artists 
were invited to join him on 
Robben Island, where he 
had been imprisoned. Man¬ 
dela described the HIV/AIDS 
pandemic as a “genocide” 
that was wiping out millions 
of lives, including women 
and children. That was the 


point when I sat up and real¬ 
ly paid attention. Because we 
live in a celebrity-fixated cul¬ 
ture, the deaths of millions 
of people through AIDS rare¬ 
ly hits the headlines. ...I felt 
that it is something I 
couldn’t walk away from. 

What can children 
in other countries 


do to help? 

I think the first step 
is to find out what 
HIV/AIDS is, how it’s 
transmitted, and how it 
affects people’s lives. That 
way you educate yourself 
and understand the diffe¬ 
rence between sharing a cup 
and sharing a needle!

1 tbsp (15 ml) butter 

1 tbsp (15 ml) olive oil 

2 ripe pears, quartered,

2 pork fillets, thinly sliced 
2/3 cup (150 ml) dry white 
wine 

2 tbsp (25 ml) chopped 
fresh tarragon

INGREDIENTS: 

1. Melt half butter with 1/2 
tbsp (7 ml) oil in fiying 
pan and fry pears quickly 
over high heat, turning 
once, 5 minutes or until 
golden all over. Remove 
from pan to warm plate, 
and cover. 

2. Add remaining butter 
and oil to pan, then stir in 


chopped shallots and cook 
over medium heat, 
stirring occasionally, 3-4 
minutes or until softened 
and golden. 

3. Push shallots to one side 
of pan, add pork slices and 
fry 5-6 minutes or until 
lightly browned, turning 
once. 

4. Pour wine into pan, 
then boil 1-2 minutes to 
reduce slightly. Stir in tar¬ 
ragon and heavy cream, 
then boil for further 
minute. Adjust seasoning 
to taste. Serve pork slices 
topped with pears, and 
sauce spooned over top.

Peanut Butter 
Shortbread Bars 

INGREDIENTS: 

SHORTBREAD 

250 ml (1 cup) unsalted 

butter, softened 

250 ml (1 cup) granulated 

sugar 

1 egg yolk 

2 ml (1/2 tsp) vanilla 
extract (optional) 

500 ml (2 cups) all¬ 
purpose flour 

5 ml (1 tsp) baking 
powder 

1 ml (1/4 tsp) salt 

FILLING 

125 ml (1/2 cup) smooth 
peanut butter 
125 ml (1/2 cup) icing sug¬ 
ar 

30 ml (2 tbsp) unsalted 
butter, softened 
175 ml (3/4 cup) blueberry 
jam (or grape jelly or 
strawberry jam for a dif¬ 
ferent flavour) 

METHOD: 

• In a large bowl, beat 
butter with sugar and egg 
yolk using an electric 
mixer for 2 minutes until 
light and fluffy. In a sepa¬ 
rate bowl, blend together 
flour, baking powder and 
salt until well combined. 

• Divide dough into two 
equal portions and wrap 


tightly in plastic wrap. 
Freeze dough for 1 to 4 
hours. 

• Preheat oven to 180 C 
(350 F). Line a 3-1 (9-by-13- 
inch) baking dish with 
parchment paper; set 
aside. 

• Remove dough from 
freezer. Shred dough us¬ 
ing a coarse grater or food 
processor fitted with a 
metal shredding blade; re¬ 
turn one portion of shred¬ 


ded dough to the freezer. 

• Arrange remaining 
dough in an even layer in 
the prepared baking dish; 
lightly pat dough down. 
Bake for 20 minutes or 
until lightly golden 
around edges; let cool for 
20 minutes. 

• Meanwhile, blend 
peanut butter with icing 
sugar and butter until 
smooth and well 
combined. Spread peanut 


butter mixture over 
shortbread base in an 
even layer. Drop 
spoonfuls of jam over 
peanut butter and gently 
spread in an even layer. 

• Remove remaining 
dough from freezer and 
scatter over jam layer. 
Bake for 20 to 25 minutes 
or until the top is set and 
lightly golden brown. 
Transfer pan to a wire 
rack and cool completely; 


cut into bars. 

MAKES 24 BARS. 

Mocha Tortoni 
Mousse 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 large egg whites 
30 ml (2 tbsp) instant cof¬ 
fee 

Pinch salt 

50 ml (1/4 cup) sugar 
500 ml (2 cups) whipping 
cream 


10 ml (2 tsp) vanilla 
125 ml (1/2 cup) sugar 
50 ml (1/4 cup) slivered al¬ 
monds, toasted and 
cooled, plus extra for gar¬ 
nish 

60 g (2 oz) bittersweet 
chocolate, grated 
to roast nuts: Roast in a 
single layer on a baking 
sheet in a 180 C (350 F) 
oven for about 10 
minutes. Allow them to 
get light brown, remove 
and cool. 

METHOD: 

• In a clean medium 
bowl, beat egg whites un¬ 
til foamy. Add instant cof¬ 
fee and salt and beat until 
combined. Gradually add 
50 ml (1/4 cup) sugar and 
beat until soft peaks 
form. 

• In a separate bowl, whip 
cream until soft peaks 
form. Beat in vanilla and 
125 ml (1/2 cup) sugar. 
Fold in 50 ml (1/4 cup) 
slivered almonds and 
transfer to a large glass 
bowl or individual glasses 
and freeze at least 2 
hours. 

• Garnish with remaining 
slivered almonds and 
grated chocolate.
